The fighting developed over the attempt by Irgun Zvai 
Leumi, an extremist underground group, to beach a landilig 
craft loaded with 600 tons of arms on the shores of the new 


Jewish state. 


Irgun said the arms were in 
tended for defence of Jerusalem. 
Importation of arms is barred 
under the United Nations four- 
week armistice and the govern 
Ment of Israel, anxious to avoid 
blame for breaking the truce, 
issued an order to its soldiers to 
meet fire with fire from Irgun 
forces. 

An Irgun broadcast said “some 
of our people have been killed and 
wounded.” It threatened a “blood 
battle between Jews” if the at 
tacks on Irgun did not cease

In midafternopn, smoke was 
seen coming from the starboard 
port of the beached craft, indicat-

(The Admiralty in London said 
it had heard an SOS from the 
motor vessel Altalena off Tel 
Aviv, reporting she was under 
fire from coastal batteries. The 
Admiralty identified the vessel as 
under Panamanian registry. 

(“We are on fire bad,” said the 
message, “many wounded. Please 
help. They are using machine 
guns on us. Many killed. Cannot 
use receiver.”)

Premier Denies

REFORMS PROPOSED 


NEW DEAL FOR CANADA'S NATIVE 
Indians appéars to be in the making, 
and there will be few of this country’s citi- 
zens who would deny that such a develop- 
ment is overdue. The plight of the early 
| inhabitants of this half of the continent has 
not been a particularly happy one since the 
white man’s civilization was established. 
|} For those Indians who still lead the familiar 
free life of trapping and fishing in the 
| northland, the impact of our way of living 
has not been too serious. But for many 
; who have congregated on reserves adjacent 
|} to larger centres the adjustment to the 
white man’s ways has not been easy or 
beneficial. The health of Canadian Indians 
is not good, their infant and maternal mor- 
tality rates are higher than the average, and 
deaths from tuberculosis and other com- 
municable diseases are at a rate that em- 
phasizes a pointed need for’ assistance. 
The system of education for Indians algo 
} is in drastic need of revision, The Indian 
children are not being properly fitted 
through training in white mien’s ways to 
take their place In a modern world, nor on 
the other hand are their own traditional 
crafts ‘and abilities being preserved. The 
political situation of the Indians is also 
anomalous, Althodgh immigrant members 
| of other races are receiving the vote, the 
| original inhabitants Of this land still have 
no voice in public affairs. They remain 
wards of the government—a position of in- 
feriority that provides no means of prog: 
ress, Whenever they have been given the 
Opportunity the Indians of Canada have 
served the nation well. In peacetime and 
| in the armed-forces, members of the tribes 
have done their part, but the chances have 
been limited 
It was with some of these thoughts In 
mind that the Parliamentary Committee on 
Indian Affairs has proposed a complete re- 
vision of Canada’s treatment of the Indian 
It has recommended to the House that the 
} old Indian Act be “virtually scrapped” and 
a new act implemented, “based on the pro- 
position that an Indian is a human being 
entitled to certain rights and freedoms ac- 
cording to 1948 conceptions.” The commit- 
tee’s study of the situation has been the 
first exhaustive examination of Indian af.- 
fairs« since Confederation, and from its 
recommendations should come, at the next 
session of Parliament, a new code by which 
the lot of the natives will be improved in 
every particular. It is a measure demanded 
by simple justice gnd humanitarianism 


FOR THE TOURIST

E PLAN OF THEIR CAMPAIGN has

The 
worse the record, the better for them. They

But even 
in the rooms of her home which 
were often overflowing with 
periodicals of all sorts, she still 
found room to lodge sailors. Her 


home was always open to any of | 


the navy boys who cared to drop 
in “for a visit or a game of 
cards,” 

Born. in Bolton, Lancashire, 
Eng., in 1877, Mrs. Quinn had 
been a resident of Victoria for 48 
years. As matron of the Sailors’ 
Club during the First World War 
and for 10 years afterwards, she 
eared for thousands of sailors 
who knew her ‘only as “Mother 
Ranns,” wife of James Ranns, 
who died a number of years age. 

In 1928 she married James 
“Jimmie” Quinn, a retired naval 
skipper. During the war he did 
most of the delivery work with 
his car loaded with books and

numbers.” 

Last year passports had been 
issued to 189 infants on applica- 
tion of their guardians. At May 
31 this year there had been 59. 

“If it is not possible to get 
Canadian parents to adopt these 
infants there might be some 
excuse for this practice, but as 
| it is I think the minister should 
seriously consider putting a stop 
to it,” he said 


JOINT EFFORTS 


Mr. St. Laurent said the ques- 
tion “has been giving great con- 
cern to the departments and to 
the attorneys-general ‘of several 
provinces.” 

Adoption was a matter of pro 
vincial jurisdiction and the joint 
effort was to devise a method 
“whereby effective steps can be 
taken to see that the true in- 
terests of the infant are properly 
safeguarded.” 

Mr. Campbell said the question 
could be solved by refusing to 
issue passports. 

“We need these children here 
We have many good Canadian 
families who want children for 
adoption,” he said. “Tt is a crime 
to allow these children to go to 
another country where we have 
absolutely no supervision over 
them 

“From the applications that 
comes in,” said Mr. St. Laurent 
‘it is not always possible to tell 
that it is apt to lead to an 
adoption.” The Dominion and 
the provinces would co-operate 
“to see that all possible care is 
taken
